: united, and not be employed to any other purpoſe whatſoever, unleſs they were: then, or 
within 'Two years after ſhould be laid into Streets, or made publick Market-places 
. or Store-houſes. ep | 

And by the. ſame AQ ( fol.-153..) each Pariſh +1s+to ſtand diſtin as heretofore, -as to 
all Rates, Taxes, Parochial Rites, and all other Priviledges whatfoever, ( except Tythes, 
reſorting to Church, and Plate, and Goods belonging to Church-wardens). 

The ſaid Truſtees do -ever ſince -the ſaid Parchafe, deny the Inhabitants Burial in the 
aid Church and Church«yard, and do endeayour to procure an A of Patliament to ex- . 

\ tinguiſh their Right of Burial there, without any recompence tor the ſame, to the great 
_detriment -of the ſaid Inhabitants. | « 

For formerly the profits of Burial ( yielding Communibus annis, to I. per annum ) en- 
_abled them to maintain their Poor, which are ſtill a ſeparate Charge: And for want 
-of the ſame profit, the Rates to the Poor are increaſed upon the Inhabitants ſo high, 

that not above Three parts in Four can be received. 
Tt encreaſes Double duties to be paid, for every Pariſhioner forced to be buried out _ 
.of the Pariſh. : 
Had the ſaid Ground been taken away regglar] , ſatisfaction would have been given 
"Tor the lame, according to the Rule 1n the At of Parliament; which at” 75 5. per Foot, 
being about 5000. foot, would have amounted to Twelve hundred and fifty pounds. 

It prevents the natural deſire Relations have to be buried together. And in this 
Church there are ſeveral Vaults, wherein divers ſtrangers who paid double Duties, and 
gave large Charities to the Poor were uſually backer 

The ſaid Truſtees ( as will be proved ) had notice from the Inhabitants, before any 
building upon the Scite of the ſaid Church, that they would infiſt on their right of 
Burtal. 

Queen-hithe Church and Church-yard, to which they are united, are too little to bury 
their own dead: And they: lately denyed Trinity Pariſh to bury a Child there. 

In Hillary-Term laſt, William Throckmorton an Tnhabitant of the faid Pariſh, upon an 
Action brought againſt the Miniſter of the Lutheran Congregation for denying him Bu- 
rial of a Servant dying in his Houſe, recovered a verdict before the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Hales. At which Tryal upon full evidence given on both ſides, the right of the In- 


- habitants Burial there did fully appear. 
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The Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh, do therefore humbly hope that their right of Bu- 

rial ſhall flill be preſerved to them, natwithſtanding the endeavours of the ſaid
